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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited by applicant in the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed on September 30, 2004 has been considered. The examiner further 
cites Spase et al. '233, von Gaisberg '048, Young '676, Uehara et al. '094, Osman et 
al. '607 and Weidinger et al. '519 (DE) each of which show friction clutches having 
automatic wear compensation devices. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record shows or suggests a pressure plate assembly 
including the housing, pressure plate, force-exerting arrangement, wear take-up 
element and adjusting element arranged together in the manner set forth in claim 1 , and 
particularly wherein the adjusting element can move in response to centrifugal force on 
the adjusting element to cause the wear take-up element to move in order to 
compensate for wear.
